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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 24 October 2003 has been considered 
for this Office Action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lu 
(US 2004/0111005 A1). 

A linear jewelry article (100) of manufacture of a selected length to be worn in 
encircling relation about a user's neck as a necklace (Figs. 4 and 5) and about a user's 
limb as a bracelet (Fig. 3). The article comprises a string of a selected length delimiting 
a linear extent thereof (support for the beads) and plural beads (102,104,1 12,1 14,1 16) 
with central openings therethrough characterized by a first select number (102,1 16) 
thereof of non-magnetic construction material and a remaining second select number 
thereof of magnetic construction material (104,1 12,1 14). Operative positions of the 
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plural beads disposed along the string with a bead of the first and a bead of the second 
select numbers in a uniform repetitive ratio to each other (Figs. 1-6). Cutting to a 
selected length the stringed beads according to a number of the uniform repetitive ratios 
of the first and second beads occurring therealong to obviate the tedium of counting 
(Figs. 1 -6). Selecting as a length for cutting a length appropriate for use as a necklace 
and a length appropriate for use as a bracelet (Figs. 1-5). An operative position of a 
beaded string worn in helical turns on the person whereby worn as a necklace and as a 
bracelet magnetic attraction of contacting magnetic beads maintain the helical turns 
without interconnection of the opposite ends of the article (Figs. 3-5). 
The ratio of non-magnetic to magnetic beads is 7 to 1 (Figs. 1-6). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Ishikawa (US 4,095,587), Beniya (US D 254,126), Park (US 
5,137,507), Hayakawa (US 5,535,603), Fan (US 6,544,164 B1) and Lu (US 
2004/01 1 1005 A1 ) are cited to show state of the art with respect to articles of jewelry 
that have magnetic beads.
